REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are drawn to a method for decoding the position of bioactive agent- 
microspheres on an array. The method defines each microspheres as comprising at least two 
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different identifiers each of which specifically bind a decoder. Detection of the multiple 
identifiers identifies the position of each microsphere and bioactive agent. The use of multiple 
different identifiers for each bead provides for the detection of a larger number of beads using 
fewer different labels. While the prior art teaches beads comprising a single identifier 
(Chandler, WO 97/ 14028), the prior art does. not teach or suggest multiple different identifiers 
on beads for positional decoding of an array. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee.
